Journalist  freed 


DUBAI,  United  Arab  Emirates  (AP)  —  American 
writer  Cynthia  Dwyer  flew  out  of  Iran  to  freedom  Tues¬ 
day  after  a  one-day  mix-up  in  her  deportation,  leaving 
one  American  still  captive  of  the  Iranians. 

The  49-year-old  Mrs.  Dwyer,  a  free-lance  journalist 
imprisoned  for  nine  months  and  then  convicted  of  es¬ 
pionage  and  ordered  deported,  arrived  in  Dubai  on  an 
Iranian  plane  loaded  with  peasants. 

Met  by  U.S.  Embassy  officials,  she  was  whisked  away 
in  a  police  car  without  talking  to  reporters.  She  was  due 
to  fly  on  to  Switzerland  and  then  to  New  York  Wednes¬ 
day  for  a  reunion  with  her  husband  and  three  children. 

Her  departure  left  Zia  Nassry,  an  Afghan-born  New 
York  businessman  arrested  March  8,  as  the  last 
American  ensnared  in  Iran.  He  was  seized  shortly  after 
he  went  there  reportedly  hoping  to  make  his  way  into 
Afghanistan  to  support  rebels  fighting  the  Soviets. 
Nassry,  34,  has  been  charged  with  spying. 

The  Swiss  ambassador  to  Iran,  Erik  Lang,  told  The 
Associated  Press  in  Beirut  on  Tuesday  there  was  a 
“slight  hope”  Nassry  would  be  included  in  a  clemency 
order  on  the  anniversary  of  the  Iranian  revolution  Wed¬ 
nesday.  The  Swiss  handle  U.S.  affairs  in  Iran. 

Another  American,  44-year-old  Iranian-born  Mohi 
Sobhani,  whose  family  lives  in  Southern  California,  was 
freed  last  week  on  $1  million  bond  raised  by  his  family. 


Four  Britons  also  held  in  Iran  are  also  expected  to  be 
freed  soon. 

A  State  Department  spokeswoman  in  Washington, 
Sue  Pittman,  said  there  were  no  government  plans  to 
hospitalize  Mrs.  Dwyer  or  debrief  her  as  was  done  with 
the  52  Americans  freed  by  Iran  Jan.  20. 

U.S.  Ambassador  William  Wolle  and  the  U.S.  consul 
to  Dubai,  Tom  Dowling,  met  Mrs.  Dwyer  at  the  airport. 

“Mrs.  Dwyer  is  well  and  has  expressed  a  desire  not  to 
meet  the  press,”  a  U.S.  Embassy  spokesman  said. 

The  Swiss  Foreign  Office  in  Bern  said  she  would  fly  to 
Zurich  Wednesday,  arriving  at  8:35  a.m.  (12:35  a.m. 
MST)  and  then  to  New  York  a  few  hours  later. 

Her  husband,  John,  45,  a  college  English  professor, 
said  at  his  home  in  Amherst,  N.Y.,  a  Buffalo  suburb,  he 
felt  “terrific”  knowing  she  was  finally  free. 

“There  have  been  so  many  letdowns.  It’s  a  new  feel¬ 
ing,”  he  said. 

A  sympathizer  with  the  Iranian  revolution,  Mrs. 
Dwyer  went  to  Iran  last  April  to  d6  some  articles  she 
hoped  to  sell  in  the  United  States.  She  was  arrested  May 
5,  10  days  after  the  failed  commando  mission  to  rescue 
the  U.S.  hostages. 

She  pleaded  innocent  to  espionage  charges  at  her  trial 
last  week.

WARSAW,  Poland  (AP)  - 
Poland’s  highest  court  rejected 
private  farmers’  demands  for  an  in¬ 
dependent  union  Tuesday  and 
recommended  they  form  an  associa¬ 
tion  instead.  Polish  newspapers 
reported  without  comment  the 
government  shakeup  naming 
Defense  Minister  Wojciech 
Jaruzelski,  an  army  general  con¬ 
sidered  a  moderate,  as  Polish 
premier. 


The  Sejm,  Poland’s  Parliament, 
was  expected  to  meet  Wednesday  to 
approve  the  appointment  of 
Jaruzelski,  designated  to  replace 
Premier  Jozef  Pinkowski  at  a  party 
Central  Committee  meeting  Mon¬ 
day  night.  It  was  the  fifth  govern¬ 
ment  shakeup  since  August. 

Jaruzelski,  a  57 -year-old  four-star 
general,  has  a  reputation  as  an  ef-

Tower  opening  set

Crews  will  begin  moving  occu¬ 
pants  into  BYU’s  tallest  building, 
the  13-story  Spencer  W.  Kimball 
Tower,  on  March  23,  according  to 
construction  supervisory  personnel. 

Plans  for  beginning  the  move  into 
the  nearly-completed  building  were 
announced  by  BYU  officials  during 
a  tour  of  the  structure. 

Started  in  the  spring  of  1978,  the 
building  was  originally  scheduled  to 
be  completed  in  the  summer  of 
1980,  according  to  the  Sept.  2,  1978 
Church  News  supplement  to  the' 
Deseret  News. 

Paul  C.  Richards,  director  of  BYU 
Public  Communications  said  a 
three-month  work  shutdown 
because  of  frost  in  the  winter  of  1978 
and  several  strikes  during  the  1979- 
1980  school  year  caused  the  delay. 

Also,  three  colleges  originally  to 
have  been  housed  in  the  tower  under 
the  now  dissolved  College  of  General 
Studies  were  combined  to  become 
the  College  of  Family,  Home  and 
Social  Sciences,  Richards  said.  He 
said  this  change  necessitated  time- 
consuming  design  and  structural 
changes  in  the  building. 

Albert  E.  Haines,  director  of  BYU 
Space  Utilization,  said  moving  into 
the  building  will  be  conducted  in 
phases  beginning  with  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  sociology  and  social  work  on 
the  eighth  floor  and  faculty  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  offices  on  other  floors. 

Haines  said  the  move  into  the 
building  will  stop  temporarily  dur¬ 
ing  finals  week.  Then  on  April  25,  it 
will  resume  with  the  moving  of  the 
department  of  nursing,  an  inter¬ 
departmental  learning  resource  cen¬ 


ter  for  departments  in  the  Kimball 
Tower  and  laboratory  and  major 
teaching  equipment. 

No  classrooms  will  be  available 
until  summer  term,  he  said,  but  the 
building  will  be  completely 
operating  by  fall  semester  1981. 

“When  fully  occupied,  the 
building’s  first,  second  and  third 
floors  will  house  the  dean  of  student 
life,  student  life  services  and  the 
Kimball  Tower  Learning  Resource 
Center,”  Haines  said. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  floors  will  be 
occupied  by  the  College  of  Nursing 
and  the  sixth  by  the  department  of 
geography. 

The  departments  of  economics 
and  government  will  be  on  the 
seventh  floor  and  the  department  of 
sociology  and  social  work  on  the 
eighth  floor. 

The  ninth  floor  will  contain  the 
department  of  anthropology  and  the 
dean  of  the  College  of  Family,  Home 
and  Social  Sciences. 

On  the  10th  floor  will  be  the 
department  of  child  development 
and  family  relations  and  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  psychology. 

The  11th  and  12th  floors  will  be 
occupied  by  psychology 
laboratories. 

Haines  said  the  building’s  top 
floor  observation  deck  will  be  “very 
restricted”  on  a  basis  yet  to  be 
decided. 

During  the  walk-through  tour  for 
BYU  administrators,  Jae  R.  Ballif, 
provost  and  academic  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  said  of  the  building,  “We’re 
pleased  —  we’re  elated  about  the 
new  opportunities  it  provides  to  br¬ 
ing  the  disciplines  together.”

Provo  High  School  would  not  be 
affected  if  a  bill  which  passed  the 
Utah  House  Tuesday  allowing 
school  administrators  to  ticket  stu¬ 
dent  smokers  becomes  law. 

The  City  of  Provo  already  has  an 
ordinance  permitting  ticketing  of 
not  only  on-campus  smokers,  but 
also  traffic  violators  in  school  park¬ 
ing  lots. 

The  ordinance,  much  harsher 
than  the  Utah  State  bill,  allows  not 
only  administrators  to  issue  cita¬ 
tions,  but  also  any  other  person  as 
well  —  including  fellow  students 
and  teachers,  according  to  a  Provo 
City  clerk. 

Provo  High  School  principal 
Ronald  Last  said  the  ordinance  is 
working  well. 

“It’s  a  relatively  small  problem 


within  a  small  group  of  students,” 
Last  said.  “When  a  student  is  found 
in  possession  of  tobacco,  he  is  issued 
a  citation.” 

After  a  student  is  issued  a  tobacco 
citation  he  is  referred  to  juvenile 
court.  The  court  usually  fines  first 
offenders  $10  and  second  offenders 
$20. 

City  officials  reported  only  about 
15  student  smokers  have  been 
referred  to  the  court  since  last  Sep¬ 
tember. 

The  Utah  House  bill,  which  now 
goes  to  the  state  Senate  for  con¬ 
sideration,  was  introduced  by  Rep. 
Robert  Sykes,  R-Salt  Lake  City, 
who  said  on-campus  smoking  is 
reaching  epidemic  stages  at  some 
Salt  Lake  nigh  schools.

The  1981  goal  is  to  raise  $1  million 
for  children  —  children,  who  come 
to  the  center  from  the  intermoun¬ 
tain  area  and  many  foreign  coun¬ 
tries  to  receive  medical  help  un¬ 
available  in  their  own  areas. 

But  what  do  all  those  pennies  do? 

More  than  25,000  pennies  helped 
save  the  life  of  Danielle.  She  was 
born  with  a  rare  combination  Of  con¬ 
genital  heart  defects  and  flown  from 
Pocatello,  Idaho,  to  the  Children’s 
Medical  Center. 

An  examination,  and  x-rays 
showed  a  collapsed  left  lung  and  an 
enlarged  heart.  Surgery  was 
scheduled  immediately  and  a  few 
months  later  a  healthy  little  girl 
went  home  to  anxious  parents  and 
family., 

For  Michael,  37,344  pennies 
couldn’t  even  begin  to  pay  for  his 
small  life. 

When  Michael  was  born,  his  ab¬ 
dominal  wall  was  not  properly  for¬ 
med  and  part  of  his  intestine  was 
exposed.  He  was  taken  immediately 
to  the  Children’s  Center  where 


“Funds  raised  by  the  “Pennies” 
campaign  help  to  insure  that  no 
child,  regardless  of  race,  religion, 
national  origin,  or  the  ability  to  pay, 
will  ever  be  turned  away,”  said  San¬ 
dra  Wilkins,  director  of  public  rela¬ 
tions  for  the  center. 

Over  1,000  children  from  20  states 
and  many  foreign  countries  were 
given  charity  care  last  year. 

Volunteers  will  contact  all 
residences  in  the  hospital’s  service 
area  and  ask  them  to  donate  one 
penny,  nickel,  dime,  or  more  for  the 
combined  height  of  family  mem¬ 
bers. 

“All  funds  raised  are  used  for 
medical  care  of  needy  children,” 
Mrs.  Wilkins  said. 

Merlin  Olsen,  former  all-pro  Los 
Angeles  Ram  football  player,  and 
his  wife,  are  serving  as  honorary 
chairmen  of  the  “Pennies  by  the 
Inch”  campaign  for  the  fourth  con¬ 
secutive  year. 

“I  can’t  think  of  any  project  I’d 
rather  be  involved  with  than  a  pro¬ 
ject  that  gives  quality  medical  care 
to  children,”  Ofsen  said.

Virginia,  which  rallied  from  a  16-point  deficit 
enroute  to  an  80-79  overtime  victory  over  then- 
No.ll  North  Carolina,  retained  the  No.l  position 
in  the  Associated  Press  college  basketball  poll 
Tuesday,  increasing  its  lead  over  runner-up 
Oregon  State  from  10  to  28  points. 

The  Cavaliers  collected  43  of  62  first-place 
votes  and  1,221  of  a  possible  1,240  points  in  the 
balloting  by  a  nationwide  panel  of  sports  writers 
and  broadcasters.  The  Beavers,  who  defeated 
both  California  and  Stanford  last  week,  received 
18  first-place  votes  and  1,193  points. 

Last  week,  Virginia,  20-0,  collected  35  first- 
place  votes,  while  Oregon  State,  19-0,  was  tabbed 
No.l  on  26  ballots.  All  62  members  of  the  poll 
voted  this  week. 

BYU  edged  up  one  notch  to  15th  this  week 
behind  its  victories  over  Nevada-Las  Vegas  and 
Air  Force.  The  Cougars  moved  up  two  spots  in 
the  UPI  poll  and  are  now  ranked  17th. 

Utah  moved  up  to  its  highest  ranking  since 
1962  as  the  Utes  took  over  the  No.6  position  in 
both  polls.  Utah  is  now  20-1,  the  only  loss  coming 
at  the  hands  of  Drake  in  the  Far  West  Classic. 

Both  teams  will  be  in  action  this  weekend  as 
the  Cougars  travel  to  Hawaii  and  the  Utes  to  San 
Diego  on  Thursday,  and  then  switch  opponents 
for  Saturday’s  contests. 

DePaul,  Louisiana  State,  which  got  the  final 
first-place  vote,  and  Arizona  State  retained  the 
No.3  through  five  positions.

Utah,  20-1,  nipped  Wake  Forest,  19-2,  for  the 
No.6  slot  by  a  single  point.  The  Utes,  who 
squeaked  by  Air  Force  48-46  and  downed 
Nevada-Las  Vegas,  received  882  points.  The 
Deacons  posted  victories  over  Maryland  and 
Georgia  last  week. 

UCLA,  which  got  692  points,  jumped  four 
places  and  took  over  the  No.8  position  in  the  poll 
following  its  nationally  televised  victory  over 
Notre  Dame  on  Sunday. 

Tennessee  and  North  Carolina  both  moved  up 
a  notch  in  the  poll  despite  losses  and  rounded  out 
the  Top  10.  The  Volunteers,  who  were  upset  by 
Mississippi  earlier  in  the  week  but  thrashed 
preseason  favorite  Kentucky  87-71  last  Saturday, 
garnered  634  points.  The  Tar  Heels,  who  beat 
Furman  and  St.  Joseph  following  the  loss  to 
Virginia,  were  six  points  farther  back.

'Chinese,  American 


Marriages  compared 


ni-ll-Glaiee

The  first  research  ever  done  to 
compare  Chinese  and  American 
marital  interactions  is  being  con¬ 
ducted  at  BYU,  said  Andrea  Fang- 
Yuan  Li,  a  graduate  student  in 
marriage  and  family  counseling. 

Miss  Li  said  she  is  comparing  the 
relationships  of  Chinese  LDS  rou¬ 
bles  with  those  of  American  LDS 
rouples  for  better  insight  into 
marriages  in  the  Chinese  culture. 

Miss  Li  said  she  needs  to  inter¬ 
view  18  American  couples  to  com- 
oare  with  18  Chinese  couples  she  in¬ 
terviewed  last  summer  in  Taiwan. 

The  couples  should  be  20-25  years 
ild,  at  least  high  school  graduates, 
married  for  1-10  years  and  be  no 
more  than  four  years  apart  in  educa- 

Miss  Li  said  she  plans  to  be  a 
'.family  therapist  in  China  and  the 
research  should  help  her  discover 
bidden  aspects  of  Chinese  marriage 
styles  which  she  wants  to  “bring  to 
the  surface”  in  counseling  couples. 

“Sometimes  you  can  study 
another  culture  to  better  unders¬ 


tand  your  own  culture,”  she  ex¬ 
plained. 

She  said  Chinese  and  American 
cultures  differ  substantially,  and 
what  may  be  a  helpful  style  of 
behavior  in  America  might  not  be 
helpful  in  China. 

By  studying  similarities  and  dif¬ 
ferences  of  patterns  in  the 
marriages,  she  said,  she  hopes  to 
learn  what  aspects  of  her  American 
family  therapy  training  she  should 
apply  to  her  therapy  work  in  China. 

Family  counseling  is  a  new  profes- 

on  in  China,  Miss  Li  said,  and  the 
people  are  reluctant  to  seek  outside 
help  for  marital  and  family 
problems. 

“I  would  like  to  see  the  field  open 
up  so  that  if  the  people  have  family 
problems  they  will  know  they  can 
seek  professional  help,”  she  said. 

Couples  involved  in  the  cross- 
cultural  study  will  need  to  attend  a 
2  and  1/2-hour  interview  in  which 
they  will  discuss  three  topics  and 
answer  a  questionnaire.

Divorce  rate  increases 


The  Utah  County  Clerk’s  office 
was  busy  in  January,  helping  cou¬ 
ples  prepare  legally  to  take  their 
wows.  Meanwhile,  the  judges  of  the 
-  4th  District  Court  were  busy  releas- 
2  ing  “captives”  from  the  “bonds”  of 
matrimony. 

According  to  records  in  the 
(county  clerk’s  office,  there  were 
marriage  fcertificates  filed 
<i  January.  During  the  same  month 
i  Ithe  courts  handled  82  divorces  and 
Ithree  annulments. 

Courthouse  records  indicate  there 
are  usually  between  60  to  70 
Idivorces  a  month. 

Though  the  courts  are  busy  with 
idivorces,  the  rate  for  Utah  County 
(remains  below  the  state  average,  ac¬ 
cording  to  1979  estimates. 

John  Brockert,  director  of  the 
iBureau  of  Health  and  Vital 
(Statistics  for  the  State  of  Utah,  said 
Ithe  divorce  rate  for  Utah  County,  as 
estimated  in  1979,  was  3.6  divorces 
>per  thousand  people,  compared  to  a 


state  estimate  of  5.5  per  thousand. 

Brockert  said  the  divorce  rate  in 
Utah  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
national  average,  according  to  a 
1979  estimate.  The  national  es¬ 
timate  was  5.3  divorces  per  thou¬ 
sand. 

The  courts  don’t  solicit  cases.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Judge  Allen  B.  Sorenson, 
“they  come  to  us.” 

In  response  to  a  suggestion  to  see 
the  movie  “Kramer  vs.  Kramer,” 
Sorenson  said,  “I’m  paid  to  listen  to 
that  stuff,  why  should  I  pay  to  see 
more.” 

According  to  Sorenson,  90  percent 
of  the  cases  go  uncontested.  The 
plaintiff  only  has  to  show  cause  for 
divorce.  Sorenson  said  he  has  han¬ 
dled  as  many  as  six  such  cases 
within  half  an  hour. 

Marriages  in  Utah  may  be  level¬ 
ing  off  or  even  decreasing,  according 
to  Brockert,  but  the  divorce  rate  “is 
continually  increasing.”

St.  Helens  eruption  ends 

VANCOUVER,  Wash.  (AP)  -  Six  days  after 
warning  that  an  eruption  of  Mount  St.  Helens 
was  imminent,  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  can¬ 
celed  its  “alert”  Tuesday,  saying  the  “non¬ 
explosive”  eruption  that  fueled  the  growth  of  the 
volcano’s  lava  dome  was  over. 

The  current  lava  dome,  which  first  appeared  in 
the  volcano’s  crater  between  Dec.  27  and  Jan.  4, 
has  nearly  doubled  in  height  since  Thursday  as 
molten  rock  oozed  up  through  the  crater  floor. 

The  dome  now  stands  450  feet  high,  scientists

David  Thoreau,  nonconformist  and 
perhaps  the  first  American  environ¬ 
mentalist,  will  be  presented  in  “The 
Night  Thoreau  Spent  in  Jail”  at  the 
Geneva  School  Feb.  16  through  Feb. 
28. 

The  play  was  written  by  Jerome 
Lawrence  and  Robert  E.  Lee,  the 
writers  of  “Auntie  Mame”  and 
“Inherit  the  Wind.”  Bruce 
Hertford,  a  doctoral  student  major¬ 
ing  in  theater  and  cinematic  arts, 
will  both  direct  and  play  the  leading 
role. 

Hertford  said  the  play  is  one  of 
the  “finest  plays  written  currently 


for  the  stage.  It’s  a  heady  play  with 
lots  of  meat  on  the  bone,”  he  added. 

The  play  takes  place  during  a  24- 
hour-period  in  which  Thoreau  was 
in  jail  for  refusing  to  pay  his  taxes. 
Many  facets  of  Thoreau’s  life  are 
revealed  through  flashbacks  and  his 
relationship  with  characters  in  the 
play.  Although  the  play  is  a  serious 
drama  in  content,  there  is  a  “nice 
balance  of  humor  and  pathos,”  he 
said. 

Mark  Bachan,  portrays  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson.  He  acted  in  several 
BYU  theater  productions.  Several 
other  BYU  students  and  graduates 
have  roles  in  this  production. 


The  band  features 
Utah  natives  Hal  Can¬ 
non,  Ron  Kane,  Rich 
McClure  and  Leonard 
Coulson.  The  audience 
will  be  treated  to  the 
sounds  of  the  mandolin, 
concertina,  harmonica, 
fiddle,  guitar,  banjo,  tin 
whistle  and  the  har¬ 
mony  of  voices.
